The  social  conditions  and  chief  industries  remain  as 
heretofore  and  the  amount  of  unemployment  little  changed, 

and  in  no  way  influencing  health. 

The  water  supply  is  satisfactory,  and  the  drainage  and 
sewerage  the  3ame  as  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  22  -ale  and  7 female  live  births 
one  of  each  sex  being  illegitimate.  This  gives  a birth 
rate  of  16.5  compared  with  14.8  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  2 still  births  - one  of  each  sex  and  both 
legitimate,  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  68.9  per  1000 
births  as  against  0.61  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

One  legitimate  roale  child  died  under  the  age  of  one  year, 
an  infantile  mar  tali  ty  rate  of  34.45  per  1000  births  as 
against  59  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

Ten  males  and  twelve  females  died  with  a resultant  death 
rate  of  12.5  - that  for  all  England  and  Wales  being  12.1. 

Of  the  a bar  e deaths  3 males  and  1 female  died  outside  the 
Borough. 

No  deaths  occurred  owing  to  Puerperal  sfcpsis  or  otherwise 
attributable  to  child  birth,  giving  a total  paternal 
mortality  rate  of  NIL  compared  with  3.65  for  all  England 

and  Wales. 

There  was  a fairly  extensive  epidemic  of  measles  in  March 
1936,  but  no  deaths  were  attributable  to  measles  or  to 
whooping  cough. 

No  deaths  occurred  due  to  Diarrhoea  in  children  under 
2 years. 

There  were  3 cases  of  Diphtheria  aged  26  years,  3 years  and 
20  months  - one  child  aged  20  months  died  from  Diphtheria.

Two  deaths,  one  male  and  one  female,  were  recorded  due 
to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  accounted  for 
14  deaths.
